The  Special  Projects  Branch,  DLA-OPPE,  plans, 
sd its,  and  publishes.  The  Division  of  Resources  Analysis,  OPPE,  develops  the  data  on  national  support  for  health  R&D 
from  annual  surveys  and  other  sources.  The  Statistics  and  Analysis  Branch,  DRG,  compiles  the  data  on  NIH  awards. 
[See  "Abbreviations.") 

Programs  that  have  been  transferred  out  of  NIH  —  NIMH,  DRMP,  DBS,  BHME,  etc.  -  are  excluded  from  all  data  except 
national  and  Federal  time  series.  The  NIMH  portion  of  GRS  grants,  administered  by  DRR,  is  included  unless  noted.  See 
:he  chronology  for  major  organizational  changes. 

Funds  withheld  in  FY  1973  and  released  for  use  in  1974  are  reflected  in  1974  award  and  obligation  data.  All  award 
data  exclude  scientific  evaluation  grants.  Supplemental  awards,  unless  noted,  are  combined  with  their  parent  awards 
when  made  from  the  same  fiscal-year  funds  and  are  always  excluded  from  numbers  of  fellowships.  R&D  contracts 
nclude  NLM  technical-development  contracts.  DRR,  though  located  in  BHME  from  4/68  to  9/70,  is  always  included 
with  the  institutes  and  research  divisions. 

Differences  between  "awards"  and  "obligations"  are  due  to  differences  in  treatment  of  certain  items  (footnoted)  and  in 
accounting  by  the  data  sources.  Details  may  not  add  exactly  to  totals  because  of  rounding.

TECHNICAL  NOTE 


Basic  Data  Relating  to  the  National  Institutes  of  Health  has 
been  published  annually  since  1961.  Single  copies  of  the 
current  issue  are  available  at  NIH  information  offices  for 
administrative  use. 

Data  are  derived  from  NIH  records  and  studies  unless 
otherwise  noted.  The  Special  Projects  Branch,  DLA-OPPE, 
plans,  edits,  and  publishes.  The  Division  of  Resources 
Analysis,  OPPE,  develops  the  data  on  national  support  for 
health  R&D  from  annual  surveys  and  other  sources.  The 
Statistics  and  Analysis  Branch,  DRG,  compiles  the  data  on 
NIH  awards.  The  Divisions  of  Financial  Management  and 
Personnel  Management,  OA,  are  the  sources  of  information 
on  NIH  budget  and  staff.  (See  "Abbreviations.") 
Programs  that  have  been  transferred  out  of  NIH  -  NIMH, 
DRMP,  DBS,  and  BHME  -  are  excluded  from  all  data 
except  national  and  Federal  time  series.  DRR,  though 
located  in  BHME  from  4/68  to  9/70,  is  always  included 
with  the  institutes  and  research  divisions.  The  NIMH 
portion  of  GRS  grants,  which  are  administered  by  DRR,  is 
included  in  all  award  data  through  1974  unless  noted.  See 
the  chronology  for  major  organizational  changes. 
"Health  R&D"  denotes  medical  and  health-related  projects, 
resources,  and  general  support,  but  no  training  or  construc- 
tion. The  NIH  component  of  national  R&D  data  (pages  1-6 


and  18)  contains  certain  items  not  classified  as  R&D  in 
other  tables  on  obligations,  such  as  foreign  currency  pro- 
grams and  portions  of  cancer  control,  NLM,  and  manage- 
ment and  services. 

Funds  withheld  in  FY  1973  and  later  released  for  use  are 
reflected  in  1974  and  1975  obligation  and  award  data. 
All  award  data  exclude  scientific  evaluation  grants.  Re- 
search career  program  awards  are  included  under  research 
project  grants  and  total  research  grants  unless  shown 
separately  or  noted.  Supplemental  awards,  unless  noted,  are 
combined  with  their  parent  awards  or  with  other  supple- 
ments when  made  from  the  same  fiscal-year  funds,  and  are 
always  excluded  from  numbers  of  fellowships. 
Differences  between  "obligations"  and  "awards"  are  due 
to  differences  in  treatment  of  certain  items  (cancer  control, 
scientific  evaluation  grants,  GRS  programs,  etc.)  in  the 
accounting  methods  used  by  the  various  data  sources.  The 
largest  difference  reflects  the  handling  of  cancer  control, 
which  is  identified  in  appropriations  and  obligations  tables 
but  integrated  with  R&D  grants  and  contracts  in  award 
presentations.  Details  may  not  add  exactly  to  totals  because 
of  rounding.
